Beyond punishments and re- 
wards the Communists rely on 
ignorance as their main weapon. 
They aim at winning youth. 

Also, they find it, at least in- 
itially, easy to win over masses of 
people such as those in the 
Orient who have never known 
any inner discipline, as well as 
lacking alwavs food and the basic 
amenities of existence.

Yet, it must not be overlooked 
that human misery as deep and 
wretched as may be found any- 
where else has for centuries 
been the lot of the Moslem Arab 
peoples—and there is iess com- 
munism among them than among 
non-Moslem peoples. 

In Hindu India there is a really 
substantial Communist strength 
in the Madras -egion, of which 
Calcutta roughly is the capital. 
Yet, in Pakistan, which is equally 
poor but Moslem, there isn't 
enough communism to cause one 
to lift an eyebrow.

We immediately need to recog- 
nize that while the capitalistic 
system is the best one ever de- 
vised by man, it must be resil- 
jent and flexible and not inflex- 
ible. as some seek to make it. 

We have got the best country 
in the world—and the best form 
of government. But it must never 
become rigid. 

Communism is a lie and a cyn- 
ical betrayal of the rights and 
privileges of the individual. 

But, we will do ourselves and 
our country great harm if we do 
not realize that, in the battle as 
it now is fixed, we cannot af- 
ford to do injury to one group 
at the expense of another... 
especially if the group which 
gains is the more ~rivileged. 

We have reached the point 
where we cannot afford to say 
as we choose between control 
and no contro!:

Physicians, 
Dentists Face 
Call by July 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5—(?)— 
The Defense Department said that 
all physicians and dentists in the 
first draft priority and some in 
priority No. 2 will be called to 
active service by July. 

Dr. Richard L. Meiling, Director 
of Medical Services, made this an- 
nouncement in connection with 
the establishment Friday of the 
Armed Forces Medical Council, 
a policy group. He said the coun- 
cil, of which he will be chairman, 
will be composed of the surgeons 
general of the three military serv-' 
ices and three civilian experts in 
the medical and health fields. 

There are about 2:,000 pnysi- 
clans and dentists in the first two 
priorities set up by the medical 
draft law: passed by the last Con- 
gress. Of this number, about 14,- 
000 are in the first priority, com- 
posed of medical men who re- 
ceived the.c education at govern- 
ment expense and who have had 
little or no active military service. 
The second priority includes medi- 
cal men who received some or all 
of their education at public ex- 
pense and who have had com-. 
paratively little of active military 
duty. 

The four categories of medical 
men set up by law include about 
200,000 physicians and dentists un-| 
der the age of 50. Meiling said 
there was no immediate plan to’ 
call any medical men in the third.

Gen. Dwight Eisenhower leaves today 
on a mission the success of which may 
determine the fate of Western civilization. 

Gen. Eisenhower will attempt to bring 
about a united front of free Western 
peoples against Communist aggression. — 

If he succeeds, if he can persuade the 
countries of Western Europe that survival 
depends upon their putting aside bicker- 
ing and petty jealousies and joining hands 
with the United States in a grand defense 
against slavery, then there will be real 
reason to believe the Red tide can be 
stopped. 

If he fails, Western Europe sooner or 
later will capitulate to Moscow. The sec- 
ond largest industrial plant in the world 
will belong to the Communists. Great 
Britain, our staunchest friend, will be en= 
dangered. Even if it should escape con- 
quest, Britain certainly would be neu- 
tralized and become untenable even for 
United States air bases from which we 
could bomb the Continent. 

Gen. Eisenhower's chances of success 
are about 50-50. 

He will not give his country the wrong 
advice. If the nations of Western Europe 
are ready to make equal sacrifices with 
the United States in building a united 
force for defense, Gen. Eisenhower will 
urge greater military assistance for them. 

So far, Western Europe has been drag- 
ging its feet. Its peoples are weary of war 
and have seen too much of its ravages in 
recent years to have a strong stomach for 
another conflict. Understandably, they 
fear becoming a battleground again. Many

Better Keep 
The Strings On 


The Georgia General Assembly, at its 
last session, passed the Gholston-Tal- 
madge Highway Act. In its final form the 
law represented a compromise between a 
proposal of Sen. Knox Gholston, author of 
the original bill, and a measure backed by 
Gov. Herman Talmadge and his leaders 
in the Legislature. 


Senator Gholston proposed a strict 
formula. by which counties with the 
greatest mileage of unpaved roads would 
get priority on State paving. He insisted, 
too, that the State Highway Board should 
be a 10-man body, the members to be 
elected by the General Assembly and to 
represent the 10 Congressional districts in 
the State. 


The Administration wanted a three- 
man board named by the Governor with 
approval of the Senate. 


Talmadge forces were not enthusiastic 
about the Gholston formula, but in: the 
compromise they got their three-man 
board and the Senator got his formula. 

The last section in the law reads: 


“It is the expressed legislative in- 
tent to remove the State Highway 
Department from the gubernatorial 
campaign of the State of Georgia and 
to assure a business-like administra- 
tion of the affairs of the State High- 
way Department.” 


The Act passed without difficulty, by 
a vote that was practically unanimous in 
both houses. 

Since that time, Talmadge stalwarts, 
regretting their bargain, have been work- 
ing toward repeal of the Act in the coming 
session. Politicians from the big counties, 
seeing patronage by way of road contracts 
slipping, their chances to swap roads for 
votes within their own bailiwicks gone, 
want the Gholston law off the books. 

(Many of them are those fine advo- 
cates of the County Unit System who 
would fight to the last ditch to “protect” 
their rural friends.) | 

The law that was popular last session 
is under attack. The strength marshaled 
against it is great. 

We are highly suspicious of the motives 
behind the attack. 

It could be that the Gholston formula 
is too.rigid—highway engineers say that 
it is—2nd should be made more flexible.

Great Britain lately has shown signs 
of stirring, but the Labor Government is 
fearful of the political effects of giving up 
some of its socialistic schemes which a 
heavy program of rearmament would 
entail.

existing highways in the system have had 
the proper maintenance. We are for that 
feature. 

The Gholston formula does not apply 
to primary roads, those between county 
seats and between cities of 5,000 and more 
population. It applies only to secondary 
roads within the counties. 


Large counties which are grieved be- 
cause they say they would get no more 
State funds until maybe 1976 haven't come 
up with the obvious answer. If they want 
their secondary roads improved, they can 
do the improving themselves. There is no 
law to keep a county from building its 
own roads. 

There is another reason we think the 
Gholston law should stay on the books. 

There is a movement to allocate all 
gasoline tax money and fees on automo- 
tive vehicles to the highways. If a sales 
tax is passed, such allocation may become 
possible, even advisable. 

But if many million dollars are ear- 
marked for the Highway Department, the 
public interest demands a fixed plan for 
spending all that money. Unless there is 
such a plan, roads-for-votes and for po- 
litical power will become an even more 
pronounced characteristic of Georgia poli- 
tics. 

Until a better check on such spending 
comes along we had better hang on to the 
Gholston-Talmadge law. Repealing it or 
watering the formula down to suit the 
politicians would mean removing the only 
check so far devised to see that road funds 
are spent on basis of apparent need.

In Dominant Spot 


WASHINGTON—Although he refused to al- 

low his name to be presented for the Majority 

Leadership of the Senate, Georgia’s Junior 

United States Senator Richard B. (Dick) Russell looms as the 

actual leader of Democratic forces in the upper chamber in the 
new session of the 82d Congress just getting under way. 


Already Capitol observers are pointing the finger at Russell, of 
Georgia, as the dominant figure in the Democratic Senate majority. 
Now the floor leader of the Southern Democratic bloc, he promises 
to hold the position of Majority Leader in everything but its title. 


That will be true not only because of the controlling voice 
Southern Senators will have in the reduced Democratic majority 
of the chamber, but also because of the recognized reputation 
Russell has as the ablest parliamentarian and the most effective 
legislative tactician in the Senate. On both the latter scores he 
is acknowledged to have no equal. Moreover, he is an effective 


orator. 

For MeFarland Another factor that will give the junior 
Georgia Senator a powerful influence de- 

rives from the behind-the-scenes part he played in the election of 

Senator Ernest W. McFarland, of Arizona, as the new Majority 

Leader, succeeding Scott Lucas, of Illinois, who went down to 

defeat in the November elections. 

Russell could have had the job without the asking, had he 
chosen. When the vacancy arose he received enough tenders of 
support from Southern and Western Democrats to make his elec- 
tion certain. Had he become a candidate it is doubtful if any other 
name would have been presented against him. Instead, he chose 
to throw his support to McFarland. The Arizona Senator’s election 
was regarded as a foregone conclusion after that. And he won out 
in the Democratic caucus by a vote of 30 to 19, showing the weight 
of the Russell influence. 

As to the effect ali this will have on the President’s contro- 
versial Civil Rights program so bitterly opposed by Southern forces, 
Senator Russell says it will not have any. His policy all along, he 
reminds, has been to grant the President the right to submit any 
legislative program he wishes and throw no obstacle in the path 
of its consideration, but reserving the right to oppose it if he sees 
fit. 


Sas The ascendency of the Southern group through 
Free Hand the election of McFarland and the position 
Russell will occupy, therefore, will not prevent Mr. Truman from 
again presenting the Civil Rights measures for consideration in 
the new Congress, the Georgian declares. In other words, no effort 
will be made to bottle up the bills in committee and keep them 
under wraps. 

But Senator Russell says the pressure of world events will be 
the dominant influence during the next two years and will prevent 
consideration of the more controversial proposals, both old and 
new. Congress, or the Senate at least, he believes, will be too pre- 
occupied with world affairs to become embroiled in domestic is- 
sues. He is not concerned about the possibility of Civil Rights 
legislation being thrust forward on the center of stage.
